CANADIAN  INSTITUTE  OF  UKRAINIAN  STUDIES 
ESTABLISHED 

On  18  June  1976  the  Board  of  Governors  of 
the  University  of  Alberta  approved  the  establish- 
ment. of  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian 
Studies  on  the  University's  campus  to  serve  the 
academic  needs  of  Ukrainians  in  all  parts  of 
Canada.  The  Institute  will  be  financed  out  of 
public  (government)  funds  with  a minimal  annual 
budget  of  $350,000. 

The  Institute  was  established  with  the 
following  five  conditions: 

1.  The  Institute  must  be  conducted  in  strict 
observation  of  University  policies  and  pro- 
cedures with  respect  to  staff  appointments, 
allocation  of  space,  the  development  of  new 
courses,  and  any  relevant  policies. 

2.  The  Cabinet  understands  clearly  that  the 
University's  acceptance  of  the  Institute 
involves  neither  an  express  or  implied  com- 


mitment to  absorb  any  part  of  the  Institute's 
budget  if  the  Cabinet,  at  a subsequent  date, 
chooses  to  reduce  or  to  eliminate  its 
special  funding  provisions  for  the  Institute. 

3.  It  may  not  be  possible  for  the  University  to 
create  new  positions  in  the  Institute  when 
such  positions  require  individuals  to  hold 
joint  appointments  in  other  academic  units 
of  the  University,  unless  those  units 
receive  additional  financial  resources  to 
enable  them  to  participate  in  such  joint 
appointments . 

4.  The  Government  should  further  examine  that 
part  of  the  proposal  which  deals  with 
activities  in  centres  other  than  the 
University  of  Alberta  and  the  Province  of 
Alberta. 

5.  The  director  and  Advisory  Council  of  the 
Institute  shall  report  at  the  end  of  the 
first  and  second  years  on  the  development 
of  the  Institute,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
third  year  a more  complete  evaluation  of 
an  external  character  shall  be  presented 
to  the  Academic  Development  Committee.

3.  To  encourage  research  on  Ukrainian- 
Canadian  and  Ukrainian  subjects  by 
graduate  students,  university  academic 
staff,  other  scholars  with  a respectable 
record  of  publications,  and  research 
fellows  on  contract  to  the  Institute. 

4.  To  encourage  publication  of  three  types 
of  works : 

a)  research  on  Ukrainian-Canadian  and 
Ukrainian  subjects, 

b)  paperback  reprints  of  out-of-print 
books , 

c)  paperback  editions  of  notable 
master's  and  doctoral  theses. 

5.  To  serve  as  a national,  inter-university 
clearing  house  for  Ukrainian  studies  in 
Canada  to  facilitate  coordination  in 
program  development  (especially  at  the 
graduate  level)  and  to  avoid  duplication 
in  research  and  publications. 

6.  To  assist  in  the  establishment  of 
creative  contacts  among  professors, 
scholars,  writers,  scientists,  and 
librarians  by  promoting  and  organizing 
meetings,  seminars,  lectures,  conferences, 
and  tours. 


STRUCTURE  OF  THE  INSTITUTE 

The  director  of  the  Institute  is  Dr.  Manoly 
Lupul,  professor  of  Canadian  educational  history 
at  the  University  of  Alberta.  He  is  aided  by 
two  associate  directors.  Dr.  Ivan  L.  Rudnytsky, 
professor  of  history  at  the  same  University 
(responsible  for  research),  and  Dr.  George 
Luckyj , professor  of  Slavic  languages  and 
literatures  at  the  University  of  Alberta  (res- 
ponsible for  publication).  Dr.  Andrij 
Hornjatkevy£ , assistant  professor  of  Slavic 
languages  at  the  University  of  Alberta ,is  the 
director's  special  assistant  and  secretary  to 
the  Advisory  Council.  The  latter  consists  of 
the  director,  the  two  associate  directors,  a 
library  specialist  in  Slavic  (or  Ukrainian) 
studies,  and  representatives  (one  each)  from 
the  Division  of  East  European  Studies, 
the  Department  of  History,  the  Department  of 
Political  Science,  and  such  other  departments 
as  may  offer  courses  in  Ukrainian  studies.  The 
associate  director  in  Toronto  will  not  be 
expected  to  attend  all  council  meetings .

The  Associates  will  meet  annually  at  the  Learned 
Societies’  in ‘conjunction  with  the  Conference  on 
Ukrainian  Studies,  or  more  frequently  at  the 
discretion  of  the  director. 


NATIONAL  CONFERENCE  ON  ETHNIC  STUDIES 

The  Canadian  Plains  Research  Centre  at 
the  University  of  Regina  sponsored  a National 
Conference  on  Ethnic  Studies  and  Research  held 
on  1-2  October  1976  in  Regina,  Saskatchewan. 
The  conference  heard  thirty-four  papers,  six 
on  Ukrainian  topics.  Dr.  Alan  Anderson  of 
the  University  of  Saskatchewan  spoke  on 
"Linguistic  Trends  among  Saskatchewan 
Ethnic  Groups";  Ms.  Nadia  Kazymyra  of 
Carleton  University  spoke  about  "Apects  of 
Ukrainian  Opinion  in  Manitoba  During  World 
War  l";  Dr.  Leo  Driedger  of  the  University 
of  Manitoba  spoke  on  "Ukrainian  Identity 
in  Winnipeg”;  Ms.  Savelia  Curniske,  presently 
residing  in  Yellowknife, entitled  her  paper 
"How  to  Teach  Ukrainian";  Dr.  Victor  Buyniak 
of  the  University  of  Saskatchewan  offered 
a paper  called  "The  Beginnings  of  Ukrainian 
Scholarship  in  Canada."  The  conference 
also  heard  about  the  newly  formed  Canadian 
Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies  from  Dr. 

Lupul  of  the.  University  of  Alberta. 

Conference  proceedings  will  be  published 
shortly  by  the  organizing  committee.

The  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian 
Studies  organized  the  visit  to  Edmonton  of 
the  Reverend  Michael  Bourdeaux,  B.A. , M.A. 

(Oxon) , Director  of  the  Centre  for  the  Study 
of  Religion  and  Communism  located  at  Keston 
College,  Keston,  Kent,  England.  The  Centre, 
with  some  fifteen  researchers  and  graduate 
students,  is  funded  by  various  religious 
organizations  and  more  recently  by  the 
Ford  Foundation. 

On  28  September  Rev.  Bourdeaux,  a 
recognized  authority  on  religion  in  the  Soviet 
Union,  spoke  to  over  300  people  in  a public 
lecture  at  the  University  and  on  29  September 
to  over  50  staff  and  students  at  a seminar 
in  the  Department  of  Religious  Studies, 
the  co-sponsor  of  his  visit.  Rev.  Bourdeaux' s 
talk,  entitled  "Religion  and  Human  Rights: 

The  Case  of  Soviet  Ukraine,"  reviewed  the 
general  history  of  the  Ukrainian  Autocephelous 
Orthodox,  the  Uniate  (Ukrainian  Catholic), 
and  the  Protestant  churches  in  the  Ukrainian 
S.S.R.  since  1917.  He  also  commented  on  the 
remaining  two  dozen  synagogues  in  Ukraine. 

Rev.  Bourdeaux  drew  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  Law  on  Religious  Associations 
(1929)  allows  only  religious  worship;  all 
religious  education  of  children,  unregistered 
parishes,  or  proselytization  are  forbidden. 

From  samvydav  documents,  Rev.  Bourdeaux 
indicated  that  the  Centre  in  Kent  has  open 
files  on  82  religious  leaders  from  Ukraine 
presently  in  prison  for  breaking  Soviet 
religious  laws. 

Rev.  Bourdeaux  commented  extensively  on  the 
closing  of  over  one-half  of  the  churches  and 
three-quarters  of  the  monasteries  which  were 
still  open  in  Ukraine  until  the  Khrushchev 
period.  He  saw  the  growth  of  the  Society  for 
the  Preservation  of  Historical  Monuments  as  a 
reaction  to  Khrushchev's  anti-religious  policies. 
Bourdeaux  told  his  audience  that  "scientific 
atheism"  today  is  a compulsory  course  in  all 
institutions  of  higher  learning  in  Ukraine, 
where  student  clubs  of  atheism  number  575,000 
members . 

Rev.  Bourdeaux  received  extensive  radio, 
television,  and  press  coverage.  His  lecture 
was  videotaped  by  QCTV  and  audio  taped  by 
CKUA  for  rebroadcast. 


During  his  press  conference  Rev. 
Bourdeaux,  who  has  been  to  the  Soviet  Union 
five  times,  expressed  the  view  that  he 
favored  a Christian-Marxist  dialogue.  He 
felt,  however,  that  current  discussions 
were  rather  an  unproductive  monologue  from 
some  Marxist  clergy  vis-a-vis  various 
political  interest  groups. 


While  in  Edmonton,  Rev.  Bourdeaux 
paid  visits  to  Bishop  Neil  Savaryn  of  the 
Ukrainian  Catholic  Church  and  met  with 
Ukrainian  community  leaders  and  academics.

THE  CANADIAN  INSTITUTE  OF  UKRAINIAN  STUDIES 
FOUNDATION  TO  LAUNCH  FUND-RAISING  CAMPAIGN 

On  30  October,  in  Winnipeg,  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  The  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian 
Studies  Foundation  held  its  first  meeting  since 
the  establishment  of  the  Institute  in  July. 

The  Foundation  is  a tax  deductible  organization 
(registration  number  045  0221-21-25),  which  has 
deliberately  kept  a low  profile  pending  the 
Institute's  becoming  operational.  Like  the 
Institute,  the  Foundation  is  a project  of  the 
Ukrainian  Canadian  Professional  and  Business 
Federation. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  Foundation  is  to 
further  academic  studies  which  are  either 
beyond  the  means  or  the  scope  of  the  Institute. 

An  example  of  the  former  is  the  publication 
of  a four-volume  alphabetical  encyclopaedia 
in  English  on  the  Ukrainian  people.  Work  has 
already  begun  on  this  project  in  Sarcelles, 

France  (near  Paris)  by  the  editor-in-chief, 
Professor  Volodymyr  Kubijovy2,  and  in  Toronto 
by  his  editorial  associate  for  the  English 
version.  Professor  George  S.  Luckyj  of  the 
University  of  Toronto. 

At  the  recent  meeting  in  Winnipeg,  it 
was  decided  to  launch  a major  three-month 
campaign  early  in  February  1977  to  raise 
$500,000  within  the  next  three  years, 
according  to  a plan  presented  by  Mr.  Peter 
Savaryn,  a member  of  the  University  of 
Alberta's  Board  of  Governors  and  Senate, and 
much  experienced  in  fund-raising.  It  is 
expected  that  members  of  the  Federation 
would  be  the  main  contributors,  but  it  was 
also  recognized  that  many  others  would 
undoubtedly  welcome  the  opportunity  to 
help  further  the  promotion  of  academic 
studies  of  a high  quality.
